Dear Mr. Cleary: I was born at 
Litchfield, Michigan, May 21, 1886. 
Attended country school through 
eighth grade and three years in 
high school at Litchfield. Left high 
school to work on a farm, after this 
I worked for about a year in a 
grocery store. Left in 1905 to at- 
tend Cleary College. Started to 
work in Kalamazoo in 1906, with 
the Kalamazoo Corset Company as 
billing clerk. Worked there eight 
years, being promoted from time to 
time until I reached the position of 
cashier. 

On account of small salary I did 
accounting work outside of the of- 
fice in the evenings and on Sundays, 
thus gaining considerable exper- 
1ence. 

In 1916 I took over the account- 
ing system of the Kalamazoo State 
Hospital. Only stayed there one 
year and then entered the field of 
journalism with the Kalamazoo 
Gazette. Here I seemed to have 
found my niche, for within three 
years I was promoted so fast that 
at one time I was office, circulation, 
classified and national advertising 
manager, and in 1921 the paper was 
sold to The Booth Newspapers, In- 
corporated, and I was made man- 
ager, which position I held until 
entering the larger field as manag- 
er of The Flint Daily Journal on 
March 1, 1931. This newspaper 
also being owned by The Booth 
Newspapers, Incorporated. 

During 1931 I was asked to sys- 
tematize the accounting system of 
all eight of our papers in Michigan.
